In exercise of the powers conferred by section 67 of the 
Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 read with the Government of 
India, Ministry o! Home Affairs, Notification No. 43/36/ 
53-Judl, dated tne 20th .Tanuarv 1954. the Chief Commis- 
sioner Ajmer hereby directs that the following further 
amendments shall be made in the Ajmer-Merwara Motor 
Vehicles Rules, 1940, namely: — 

(i) In the first proviso to rule 2.2(a) of the said rule, 
the following words shall be inserted between the words 
‘medical certificate’ and ‘in form F-A’. 

“either from a medical officer not below the rank of 
the Civil Assistant Surgeon Grade I in the State 
of Ajmer or the Indian Red Cross Society.” 

(ii) in the first proviso to sub-rule (a) of rule 4.42 for 
the words “from the Civil Surgeon or an additional Civil 
Surgeon in the State of Ajmer or from the Red Cross” the 
following words shall be substituted, namely: — 

“either from a medical officer not below the rank of 
the Civil Assistant Surgeon Grade I, in the State 
of Ajmer or the Indian Red Cross Society.” 

(iii) in Form F.A, appended to the said rules the follow- 
ing designations shall be inserted below the words Ad- 
ditional Civil Surgeon, Ajmer, namely: — 

“Civil Assistant Surgeon, Ajmer (Grade I) Indian Red 
Cross Society.”
